TOLLSj IT TOLLS FOR, THEE! John Donne 1624 

It was the English poet John Donne who first penned these now immortal words in 1624, as he 
reflected on the mournful tolling of the church bell which heralded a death in the parish or 
community. Today, almost 400 years later, the mourning bell tolls for British political dissidents 
and the death of free speech and democracy under a Blair government. 



Searchlight and its fellow travellers on the 
extreme-left have been demanding ever more 
draconian restrictions on free speech for many 
years now. How loudly they applauded when 
BNP leader Nick Griffin and a colleague were 
arrested and charged over comments made 
and covertly recorded at a private political 
meeting. The case comes to court early in the 
New Year and Searchlight are hoping that a 
substantial prison sentence will result. The 
same group of anti-democracy campaigners 
also welcomed the arrest last summer of six 
alleged members of a right-wing group, the 
Racial Volunteer Force, for publishing a 
magazine that expressed their own views on 
non-White immigration into Britain. One of the 
six was also convicted of possessing an anti- 
Semitic pamphlet. Searchlight revelled in the 
convictions and even published details of the 
men’s home addresses. But what price 
democracy, when you can be jailed for 
publishing your beliefs or even more 
incredulously be convicted of just possessing 
a pamphlet that criticises a section of British 
society? Instead of defending the right to be a 
dissident and challenge the State order, many 
on the left erroneously applauded yet another 
move towards a totalitarian government of the 
type normally associated with the likes of 
North Korea or Zimbabwe. What fools they 
were! In September, an 82 year-old Labour 
party dissident Walter Wolfgang shouted 
“nonsense” at the Foreign Secretary Jack 
Straw during a debate at the Labour 
conference in Brighton. For this heinous 
offence Mr Wolfgang was arrested under 
Section 44 of the Terrorism Act. Also in 
Brighton, 80 year-old peace campaigner, John 
Catt arrived in the town wearing a T-shirt 
bearing anti Blair and Bush slogans. Mr Catt, 
who fought for Britain’s freedom during the last 
war, was promptly arrested as a “terrorist 
suspect”. Yes, just for wearing an anti-war T- 
shirt! Mr Catt now faces a court appearance in 



January. The latest dissident is 25 year-old 
Maya Evans who received a criminal record 
for the “crime” of reading out the names of the 
97 British soldiers that have been sacrificed by 
the Blair government in Iraq, whilst standing 
next to the Cenotaph in Whitehall. Maya was 
arrested by fourteen police officers and later 
convicted under Section 132 of the Serious 
Organised Crime and Police Act.

HOW CAN GROWN UPS BE SO GULLIBLE? 

Along with vast sums of money, the other thing that Searchlight desperately craves is respectability. Ever 
since the day in 1976 when Birmingham Stipendiary Magistrate, John Milward described Searchlight as 
scurrilous and disreputable: Searchlight has strived to erect a smokescreen of respectability around their 
often-nefarious activities. To be fair. Searchlight has been hampered in this struggle by the criminal 
activities of its employees and representatives. Having a publisher with a conviction for theft doesn’t help, 
especially when people find out that he also once stood side by side in a Crown Court dock with a thug 
who had IRA terrorist links. Add to that a photographer with a record of violence, and journalists with 
convictions for arson and assault and you begin to appreciate the scale of the problem. In creating their 
new Labour support group Searchlight must have worked extremely hard to persuade a group of 
supposedly Socialist MPs to aiign themselves to a gang which has no non-white journalists on its staff, 
never opposed the wars in Afghanistan or Iraq and has never condemned the racist treatment of the 
Palestinian people by the State of Israel. But despite these obvious handicaps Searchlight has managed 
to persuade a small group of Labour MP’s to put their names to a group calling itself “The Labour Friends 
of Searchlight’’. As with all such groupings the LFS is made up of “has beens” and “never wiil be’s”. The 
group’s Chairman Frank Dobson is a former minister, now widely regarded in the Parliamentary party as 
being a “has been” who is now well past his sell-by date, but, a name that most people would still 
recognise. We wonder how the MP for Holborn & St Pancras will feel when he discovers he has joined a 
gang, which has as one of its icons Harry Sidney, a predatory paedophile with a taste, and convictions, for 
sex with young boys. This charming character also had several criminal convictions for living on immoral 
earnings, was revered in an article in Searchlight issue 1 1 1 page 5. Nice company Mr Dobson! The other 
MP’s that make up Searchlight’s latest smokescreen are hardly household names. 

Joan Humble, John Cruddas and Angela Smith are not really well known although Angela, a former “Blair 
babe” was once included on a list of suspect Blair babes, one of whom was alieged to walk the corridors 
of the House of Commons “knickeriess”.

We have long maintained that Searchlight’s main motive is financial rather than ideological and 
that delivering to its shareholders is more important than fighting racism. 

The now moribund “Operation Wedge” along with the Trade Union Friends of Searchlight TUFS 
and the Labour Friends of Searchlight are ail merely vehicles for fundraising and enriching the 
shareholders at Searchlight Ltd. The trade unions still remain as the biggest declared cash cow 
for Searchlight Ltd , as we have no way of knowing how much Britain's Security Services pay 
into the Limited Company. 

Figures recently released by the Electoral Commission show that between the of April 2005 
and the 31®’ of May 2005, Searchlight Ltd received donations totalling over £38, 000 from the 
trade unions.

Charities are also an excellent source of income and so far this year the Joseph Rowntree 
Reform Trust has made two large donations to Searchlight Ltd one of £9,750 and the other of 
£1 1 ,025. Ironically this trust was originally established in York to provide homes for the poor, but 
seemingly now provides funds to owners of private companies with large houses in leafy Essex. 

Between 11/02/2004 and 10/06/2004 Searchlight also received smaller donations from unnamed 
groups and individuals of £7,500 and further donations totalling £15,750 up to 05/05/2005. 

The above figures just reflect Searchlight’s income generated as a registered third party with the 
Electoral Commission and is not the full story. We will look at other sources of Searchlight’s 
income in a future issue. 

In the meantime, perhaps trade union members should be questioning their unions why they 
continue to donate large sums of members’ money to a private company such as Searchlight. 

Searchlight and others will soon be scrapping for a share of a £700,000 grant programme 
towards studying and fighting anti-Semitism and racism in Europe. The US-based Ford 
Foundation and a London-based charity the Hanadiv Foundation will jointly fund the programme

SEARCHLIGHT 

According to a leaked email sent by 
Searchlight, the gang are planning a 
national telephone network, which will 
be used to store the numbers of 
known anti-Fascists. These will then 
be mobilised by Searchlight during 
election times. In a pilot plan 
Searchlight have identified 50 council 
wards, which they believe the BNP 
will target in the next council elections. 
Then they hope to identify 1000 anti- 
Fascist activists in each of the wards, 
which they will mobilise when needed. 
Obviously Searchlight will also need 
the addresses of their storm troopers 
and who can guarantee that 
Searchlight will not share/sell this 
information with the Police and 
Security Services? Another concern is 
that many anti-Fascists are also 
supporters of the Palestinian struggle, 
so will their details be shared with the 
Zionist para-military group the CST? 
And. what will happen if Searchlight 
“lose” these details. When both the 
Northern Star newspaper and the 
Union of Jewish Students “lost” their 
mailing lists some years ago, 
unforgiving Fascists distributed copies 
to friend and foe within days, and 
some details even appeared on the 
internet via the sinister Redwatch 
website!
